Every operator in the county 
realizes the importance of terrac­ 
ing for both soil and water con­ 
servation, but in the past tho 
problem has been the lack of 
funds to carry on the work. Now. 
that at least a part of the ex­ 
penses may be secured from the 
Government 
program, 
owners 
should consult the County Agent 
with respect to their terracing 
needs and get lined up to do the 
work during the slack summer 
months so as to qualify for as­ 
sistance on the 1940 program.
